whore there iano undorhand dealing there nead, 
be no apprehension ; ono and all, rest: under tho 
benevolent care of the Throne. Boing so 
favoured, it is their duty not to invent imagmary 
oanses of dislike, and eproad them thrangh tho 
country. Quite recently there was an outbroak 
of ill foaling betwoen converts aud people and 
consequent disorders. It proved on onqniry that 
those originated in apparently trivial joalousics 
and dicksrings, slight couses which novartheloss 
ovontually involved the missionary ehapsls in daa~ 
traction. ‘Phe ignorant common folk conceived a 
Pprojudice in their minds, which was taken od- 
vantage of by two or three rascals who delighted 
in mischiof, and did all in their power to foment 
tho tnrbulent oloments and insrease tha growing 
ill-feoling. ‘To these disturbing influences were 
added tho local bad characters and vagabonds, 
who wore induced by the prospect of netting 
some profit for therselves ta join the movement. 
The rasult was a serious affair, the conseqnonce 
‘of whioh it will ba no onay malter to remedy. 
The task of inquiring into the case has heen en- 
traustad to officials uaconnscted with the loonlity, 
and therefore disinterested: they will uot fai 
to'make a searching investigation. The ring- 
Icaders and prime movers willsuffer sovording to 
their degree of culpability; the less blamoworthy 
by imprisonment, the more guilty will involve in 
their oxpiation their families. and possersions, 
for the. consequences of sich misdoings aro 
manifold and far-reaching, Let those who suffer 
owing to ignorance take those words to heart; . 
and let the wall-doing feel compnasion. , 

The High Authorities have recently instract- 
od me to carry oat tht Imperial Commands con- 
veyel in the Decree of 27th August. 1844, which 
was to the effect that throughout the proviacos 
missionary ohspels were to ba sodnlously proteot- 
red and anything in tho shepe of disturbances Dre- - 
yented. I hava accordingly ordered ail officials 
ib every jurisiiction to actin striot compliance 
with the Imperial: will, and it is now my 
duty sue this urgent proclamation for tho 
information of all persong in tho cirouit of which 
Tam Intendant. Bear in mind, that when mis- 
siovaries liva in the midst of your villages, you 
and they are mutnally in the rolotionship of 
host and guest. Under ordinacy ciroum- 
atanoes it is your foremost duty to act towards 
them with courtesy and forbearance: shoald 
thero ariso any. misnnderstanding requiring to 
be set right, let aach submit his side of the qrtes- 
tion to the local authorities for equitable arbitra~ 
tion and decision ; your officials haro the necas- 
sary power and influones. You must be carefulon 
no acoount to give roia to ill consider.d resent- 
mont, and fall, awing to the impulse ut 2 1aoment, 
into the, net of the law. Ihave over twenty 
yearr’ experience of the coast as nd official 
and am thoroughly coaverssat with international 
business, with which I have long boon specially 
oooupied. I am not ono afraid to do ny duty 
though it may be troublesome, and what J say to 
you in thie proclamation is uttered in all ear- 


nestnoss. “Mora is involved thin the mare pro- 
teoting of missionary chapels; the weal and woe 
of yourselves, your homes, snd your livelihood 
are assuredly concerned. Let sich of you aa aro 
fothors and brothers do your atiwost. to torch the 
necessity of turning away wrath anil pattine an 
ond tostrife. Cast yout ayas evar on ihe warn- 
ing example which bas proveded, und avoid a day © 
of repentanoy in the fature. This is my carnest- 
wish. Do not disobey this urgent and special 
lamation.

The Bangkok corresporident of the Straits 
Times, referring te the Postand Telegraph Ser- 
vioeg;says:—-" A correspondent to the Hongkong 
Daily Press who signs himself ‘W.’ tells'us the 
vory atate of things which might bo applied also 
to this couutry, only the word ‘Chinese’ has to 
he changed into: ‘Siamese.’ This article closes 
Tf we knew that the direction 
of the promoted post office would always continua 
‘w tho hands of foreigners, the question would 
etillremain: Is it better to pat our letters—one 
of our mostimportant interests,—into the care of 
foreigners under forsign governments or into 
the care of foreignora under the Chinese govern. 
meut? I think there canbe only one answer.” 
In Siam tho only foreignor engaged in the Postal 
dopartmont has just boondismissod. ‘“Thorest,” 
says the correspondent, are Worasians and na- 
tives, and who is there that will guarantes that: 
Enropéans will be engrged at all in tho Postal 
department, and who guarantees that no slaves 
will be engaged in the service for whom tho 
tmuaster pockets the salary and Loaves perhaps not 
enfilciont for the poor slave to live upon honestly? 
The only marked-progress with the Postal Union 
whieh is more felt than seen is that we had for- 
merly under the British office to pay 8 cents per 
4.01, to countries of the Postal Union, and now 
12 cents, or fifty per cont. mors.” As to the 
Tolograph department, the correspondent’ saya 
that while the lines wore new tho servica worked 
astisfactorily, but now interraptions are of al- 
most daily oocurresce. The Europeahs in the
